Wake drowfie SubjeFs, and prevent your doom, 
{ et England not be twice enſlay' d by Rome. 


If the approaching ruine of the Father could open the 
dumb Son's mouth, then all that are either true Prote- 
ſtants, good Exgliſh-men, or well-wiſhers to the Intereſt 
of this Nation, have now the ſame reaſon to ſpeak and 


complain, when without a miracle our apparent ruine 1s 


at hand, the Sword already hangs over our heads, and 
ſeems to be ſupported by no ſtronger force than that of 
one ſingle hair, his Majeſties Life.

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He and his Council will levy his arbitrary Taxes, and his 


Army fhall gather them for him: Therefore you may 
much eaſier prevent the Diſtemper at firſt, than remedy 


' It when it has once got a head. Now Gentlemen, leſt 


any amongſt you ſhould be ignorant either of your Ene- 
mies, or their Deſigns both againſt the King and King-_ 
dom, be pleas'd to conſider what tollows,and then think 
how to prevent 1t.

- Firſt then, That you may know who. are your Ene- 
mies at this time : They are young, beggarly Officers, 
Courtiers, over-hot Church-men, and Papiſts. The 
young Officer or Souldier his Intereſt makes- him with 
for a ſtanding Army, not conſidering any further than 
his own Pay and Plunder,and (o helps to ruine you that 
way. The Courtier endeavours to advance Taxes, op- 


preſs the people by vaſt and illegal Impoſitions, when 


looking upon his Prince but as his Ox, he fattens him 
upon his Neighbours Paſture, only for his own eating. 
Over-hot Church-men are bribed to wiſh well to Pope- 
ry, by the hopes (ifnot of a Cardinal's Cap) yet atleaſt 


of a Command over ſome Abbey, Priory, or other Ec- 


Clefiaſtick- preferment, whereof the Roman Church hath 
ſo great plenty. Theſe are the men who exclaim again(t 
our Parlitaments-Proceedings, in relation to the Plot, as 


"too violent, calling theſe Times by no other Name but 


that of 40 or 41. when to amuſe as well his Sacred Ma- 
jelty as his-good People, they again threaten us with 


' another 48. and all this is done to vindicate under-hand 


the Catholick Party, by throwing a ſuſpicton onthe Fa- 
naticks. Theſe are the Gentlemen, . who (o magnifte the?

tings of the late ſame ſpirited Prelate Dr. Fezliz, who 
hath made more Papiſts by his Books, than Chriſtians 
by his Sermons. Theſe are thoſe Eniſcopal Tantivies, 
who make even the verv Scriptures Pimp for the Court, 
who out of Urim and 7hummin can extort a Sermon, 
to prove the not paying of Tithes and Taxes to be the 
Sin againſt the holy Ghoſt, and had rather ſec the King- 
dom run down with blood, than part with the leaft hem 
of a conſecrated Frock, which they themſelves made 
holy. Theſe are the perſons who commend Oates and 
Bedlow, but yet find fault with their Evidence, when 
by crediting ſome part of the Plot, and ſuſpeCting the 
reſt, by ſpeaking three words for it, and two againſt 
it, they cunningly endeavour to invalidate the whole. 
Laſtly, The chief and moſt dangerous of your Enemies 
are Papiſts, who to make ſure of their own Game, allure 
all the three fore-mention'd Parties to their ſide, by the 
Arguments aforeſaid. Taeir deſign 1s to bring in Pope- 
ry, which they can no ways efteq, bur either by a Po- 
piſh Succeſſor, or by the French Arms : The firſt of theſe 
we may our ſelves prevent ; and for the latter, if they 
conquer, they will undoubtedly conquer for themſelves, 
and not for him that brought them in. Andif we ever 
ſhould be reduced to that extremity, either to ſubmit 
to the French, or to our own Popiſh Succeſſor, every 


man that hath any brains or generoſity, will ſoon find”

In the next place, to diſcover to yon how long this 

Plot hath been on foot; I mutt acknowledge, that there 

1s ſome coherence between the beginning of the late. 

Civil Wars, and this our preſent Age; for as well then, 


as now, the ambitious Popiſh and ] rench Faction were 


the chicf, nay the only Incendiaries which fet us all in a 
Flame; the Catholick Cauſe, like the Cheſnut 1n the Fa- 


ble, hath ever ſince Queen Maries Reign been in the 


Fire : wherefore as the Fox made uſe of the Ape's, ſo 
both then and now the Papif7s make uſe of the Epiſcopal 
and C onrt-Parties claw, to take it out ; the firſt of the e 
they allure to their aſſiſtance, by the fright of Presbytery 


_ the latter, by the apprehenſion of a Republick - although 


nothing 1s leſs deſtgn'd, or more improbable. Secretary 
Windebank's many Orders (which ſtand recorded at this 
day) to (ecure the Roman Catholicks from the execution 
of all Penal Laws againſt them, in the late King's time, 
are a ſufficient evidence, that they then received no leſs 
countenance, than now : and for that vain pretence of 


their Loyalty to the late King, nothing will appear more 


ridiculous, if we confider, 1, That they had no other 
Party to expect any advantage from, for that no Go- 
vernment but Monarchy, can in Frglaxd ever ſupport 
or favour that Religion ; neither (notwithſtanding their 
many ofters) could they ever be entertain'd or received 
by the Parliament-Party, unleſs *twas under a diſguiſe, 
which many for that purpoſe made uſe of : So as their 
Loyalty and good Service paid to the King, was merely

in their own defence, well knowing, that the founda- 
tion of thoſe Commotions, was only 1n oppoſition to 
their Party : who as well then, as now, had a defre to 
run the hazard of a War. -2ly. and laſtly, Their Fidelity 
to their Soveraign appear'd in its true colours, when 
they were ſo earneſt with Oliver to accept of the 
Crown ; which ſhew'd, that ſince nothing but a Crown'd 


Head could do good to the Popiſh Religion, they did not 
care Who wore it, fo long as it was but worn. Now 1n: 
acquainting you herewith, I do in effect ſhew you what

Plot 3 in order whereunto, juſt before the diſcovery of 
the ſame, they had ſeiz'd upon, and impriſon'd one 
Mr. C laypole, for having ("as they pretended) a delign 
to murder Nis Sacred Majeſty ; thinking, when it was 
ence reported abroad, that he and the Old Olverian 
Party had a Conſpiracy to take away the King's Life, 


' then in the mean while the Papzits themſelves might 


ſafely do it, (as we ſee they had at that time, vx, 
Auguſt 1678. refolv'd upon) and that then it would all 
have gone upon the Noz-Conformiſts icore ; for how- 
ever there was never any perſon living more generous 
and obljging to the King's whole Party, than this very 
man the Lord C /aypole was, when he bore that Honour; 
yet he having married Olzver Cromwell's Daughter, ren- 


dred him a fit ſubject to put this trick upon : which by 


Dr. Oates's diicovery of the Plot, came to Jight, the 
Evidence again{t him vaniſh'd, and the poor Gentleman 
releasd, Much ſuch another deſign was that of the 
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Papiitsin Scotland, who firſt by their Counſtls procured 


the poor Inhabitants to be oppreſſed, and then ſending 
their diſguisd Priefts and Emiflaries amongft them, en- 
couraged the poor filly Natives to Mutiny againlt thoſe 
oppreſſions, hoping yet by this ſecond Stratagem to caſt 
the Plot upon the Prerbyterians- for not only Dr. Cates 
mentions this in his Evidence, but we all know the 
Papiits themſelves were ſo well affur'd of this Riſing, 
before it happend, that at the disbanding of this late 
Popiih Army, many of the Officers and Souldiers had 
ſecret orders not to fell their Horſes, but to be in a rea- 
dineſs, for that they ſhould have occalion to uſe them 
again within a fortnight 3 and ſo it happend, for with- 
in leſs than a fortnight after the disbanding, the Rebel- 
lion broke out an Jcotland : So well acquainted were 
the Authors of this miſchief, with the time when it 
would happen. Now this InfurreCtion was in two re- 
ſpedts advantageous to the Cathelickh Party; for firſt, 
among Foreigners and Strangers who were not acquain- 
ted with the depth of their Jatrigues, it ſeem'd to caſt 
the Plot upon the Narw-Corformiſts ; and 21y. being 


. beaten by the King's Forces, -C whereof no other was 


to be expected } it might make both them and us 
leſs apt to riſe upon any account whatſoever. But 
here give me leave to preſent you with one obferva- 
tion, which 1s, that if this had been a Fanatical Plot, 
the ſame Party would certainly have riſen in Fzg- 
land, at the ſame time when their Brethren of Scot - 
land were in Arms,. the encouraging of one another 
being of more conſequence to both, than the expedta- 
tion of the others ſucceſs. 
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After the Catholicks had thus brought the Father's 
Head to the Block, and ſent the young Princes into 
Ex1le, let us refle&t upon their uſage of them in Fraxce,

Reſpect, as finding him to retain more favourable incli- 


nations both towards thewr Religion and Government, 


than His gracious Majeſty did 5 whoſe underſtanding 
and wit, as it made him contemn their Superſtitious Ido- 
latty and Fopperies ; ſo did his lenity and good nature, 
render their Tyranny altogether odjous in his ſight : 


befides, if Ais Majeſty had then diſcover'd in himſelf 


the leaſt inclinations to Popery, it might in all probabi- 


Hity have rendred the Crown of Fxgland unacceſlible. 


However, I cannot but afecribe great part of our preſent 
Calamities, to his Highnefles Education inthat Arbitrary 
and Pop ih Government : With what eagerneſs have we 
afil{ted Fin in their Conquelts, even to the defamation 
ofour own Honour, and violation of our publick Faith 
wil 5] the reſt of Chriltendom ? We firſt made Them 
an {dol, and now we worſhipt it; we firſt taught them 
the A:t of Navigation, and now are ready to {trike Sail 
to them our elves. Not any new 1nvention that 1s of

-18 concerning the Duke of Purgundy, who being at War 
with ewes the XI. of Fraxce, entertain'd as his chief 

Miniſter and Favourite the Earl of Campobache, upon 

whom he beſtow'd great Gifts, committing to his care 

his whole concerns : But this Earl having no ſenſe either 

of Honour or Gratitude, took the advantage of' his 

| Maſters the Dukes troubles, and ſet up a reſolution to 
deſtroy him. For which end and purpoſe, he began 

uncdecr-hand to treat both with the Duke of / orraiz, and 
with divers of the Kings Officers that were Quarter'd in 

Chqmpaiene, near to the Dukes Camp. Now to the 

Duke of 7 orraix he promiſed ſo to order the matter, 

that this Siege of his Maſters (the Duke of Purenndy) 
againſt Nancy, ſhould take no effect ;: for he would take 

care that ſuch things as were neceſlary either for the 

Siege or Battery, ſhould be wanting : which promiſe he 

was able to perform, for that the principal charge there- 

of was committed to him, neither had any man fo great 

Authority as he, in the Army under the Duke of Prr- 

.oundy. But to the Kings Officers he promis'd either to 
kill his Maſter, or take him Priſoner, demanding for his 

recompence thereof, the charge of thoſe 400 -Lances 

which he had then in keeping, with 200c0 Crowns in 
Teady money, and ſeme good Earldom in Fraxce. Now 
whilſt the Earl of Campobache was plotting theſe Trea- 

ſons, one Cifrom a Gentleman belonging to the Duke, 

and that was acquainted with this Earl's Conſpiracy, 
happen'd (in attempting to relieve the Town of Nancy) 
to be taken Priſoner by the Duke of Burgundy, who 

was ſet down before it : Whereupon this ( ;f-o9- being 

condemwn'd to die, in hopes of a Pardon, offer'd that if 

the Duke would give him Audience, he would reveal a 
; ſecret 
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] Gentlemen (to whom Cifr0zz had told this went to ad- 
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ſecret tohim which concern'd his Life ; whereof certain 


/ vertiſe the Duke ; with whom at their arrival they found 


this Earl of Campobache, come thither (as was ſuppos'd) 
on purpoſe to be always ready, fearing lelt Cfroz, to 


ſave his own Life, (hould have any ſuch intent to reveal. 


the ContpÞiracy. The Dake return'd this Anſwer to the 


Gentlemen, who brought him the Meſſage, That the 


Prifoner uſed this delay only to reſpite his own Death, 
and commanded them that he ſhould diſcover what he 
knew to them 3 which way the Earl of Campebache well 
approv'd of. Upon this Cifroz reply'd, That he would 
communicate 1t tg no man but the Duke of. Prenndy 


himſelf: So that he was again by the Duke's (pectal 


command led out to Execution; but in his way thither, 
he defired divers Gentlemen once more to acquaint their 
Maſter' from him, that it was ſych a Secret that the Duke 
would not for a Dutchy but know. Many hearing this, 
went again to intreat the Duke to vouchſate him a 
hearing , but this treacherous Earl, keeping the Duke's 


Chamber door, woula not. permit theſe Gentlemen to. 


enter, ſaying; That the Duke had reſolv'd to. hear no 
further from him; whereforc he diſpatch'd away new 
Meſſcngers to the Provoſt, to haſten his Execution. 


Thus was this C7f-0 hang 'd, to the utter ruine of the. 
Duke of Pxrgndy, his Houſe, and his Dominions ; fo . 


infatuated was his underſtanding. After this our wicked 
Earl began to put in practice his Treachery, for the 


which purpoſe he agreed firſt with a Trench Wakeman 
or Phyitcian dwelling in Zyozs, calld Mr. $iz20z of. 
Pavirz and afterwards with the Kings Embaſſador 1n - 
Favoy - netther of which ways'ſueceeding, be on to. 
oe -

flee with all his Forces from his Maſter to King Zewzs; 
but the King deteſting ſuch.Treaſons of a Servant againſt 
his Maſter, ſent by the Lord Corte to acquaint the Duke 
of Furgundy with it : Butthe Duke (as if he had been 
himfelt in the Plot againſt his own Life ) was ſo ſottiſh 
and ſtupid a Prince, that he receiv d this ſecond warning 
with ro more ſence than the former, {faying, That if this 
diſcovery were true, the King (being his Fnemy) world ne- 
ver have advertiſed him thereof ; wheictore he ever after 
that loved the Earl rather better than beforc. But this 
folly of his was juſtly rewarded ; for in a (tort time aſter, 
when the Duke of Pargardy and the Duke of { orrai 
were engaged, this Earl of Campobache, with many of his 
Forces, revolted to the Enemy, whereby the Duke of 
Burgundy's Forces were routed, and he himlelt aCtually 
ſlain. Never did Prince fall more unpityed than this 
Duke did ; nor did his people know which molt to blame 
of the two, either he who began his Conſpiracy, by his

___ Thereare'four ſeveral Arguments, which many times 
prevail with Princes, to be incredutlous of all pretended 
Conſpiracies againſt themſelves. The firſt 18 drawn from 
their being in, or made privy themlelves to part of the 
Plot, but not the whole. The ſecond, From their own 
go0d nature and clemency. The third, From the nature 
of the Evidence. And the fourth, From the Nature and 
| Jatereſt of the pretended Conſpirators. To begin then 
with the firſt: When the Prince hath been made ac- 
quainted with the Delign of introducing a new Govern- 
ment, 
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ment, or new Religion, but not with the Deſign of 


taking away his own Life, this ſometimes hath Fen d 


with him not to believe, that the ſame Party with whom 
he himſelf 1s in a Conſpiracy, {hould have any ſuch other 
Plot againſt his Life. But this I hope is not our calc, 

for that no Religion or Government can be ſo mach for 
his Majeſties advantage, as that which is ecltabliſhd 
amongſt us : Since in Popery, although his Majeſty would 
be made abſolute over his Subjects, yet his (lavery to the 
Pope would be ſo great, that as well his Liberty as his 


| Revcnues would be much leſs than now. For beſides 


the vaſt (ſums of Money that would then go from the Ex- 
chequer to the Church, 1 dare boldly affirm, that had his 
Majeſty been never (o abſolute, he could not in this time 
have (queez'd more money from the Sub ject, than he hath 
already received in Taxes ſince his coming in ; and that 
muſt -have been done by a ſtanding Aimy, whic would 
make him odious, and eat up half his profit. "Tu policy 
in the Prince not to take away all at once, but to icave 
a Neſt-Egg, it he deſigns they ſhould lay a again 3 bur 
for the Church of Roxze, who ever reads our Chronicles 
will find, that no School-boys have bcen greater ſlaves 
to their Viſters, than many of our Frgliſh Kings were to 
the Pope'; and thoſe who were above kis diſcipline, the 
ſeemiſh Church ever found ſome way or other to cut him 
oft, either by ſetting his own people againſt him, as 
they did by King John, or by ſome infallible Ca tholick 
Poylon, or by ſome bloody Godſrey Dagger. King Ed- 
ar for his Incontinency was enjoyn'd by Dunſt.un Abbor 
of Glaſſenbary, not to wear his Crown for {cv<cn years, 
to Which he was forced to ſubmit.

Furthermore to let you ſte, that in the time 4 
ot Popery Princes lived not ſo peaceably as now, be { 
Pleas'd to obſerve, that betwixt the Conquelt and our | 
Reformation,icven of our Frghſh Kings were murther'd, {| 
wiz. King Jobn, Richard 1. Fdward I. Richard Tl. Fd- * 
ward V. Fenry VI. and Richard II. (not to mention 
the Emperor Fexry VH. who was poyſon'd in;the Eucha- 
riſt by one Bernard a Monk, nor Ferry IT. of France, 


| ſtabb'd by Clement the Monk, nor Ferry IV. of France, 


{tabb'd by Ravilzac, or thole many hundred Examples 
of this natute, which I could produce out of other Chro- 
nicles. ) Co that what ever Prince conſiders theſe things 
aright, I[ think he can have no Intere(t to introduce Po- 
pery, unleſs he defires either to be whippd by a Monk, 
or (tabb'd or poy fon'd by a Jeſuit; form lucha caſe, 'tis 
the Jeſuits that govern, andnot the King. 

| The ſecond Motive which may incline a Prince to dil- 
believe the report of a Plot, is from his own good nature 
and clemency, which makes him not expect any ill from 
thoſe to whom he has been ſo kind. But this is a falla- 
cious way of arguing 3 for a Prince who would preſerve 


bimſclt againit Conſpiracy, 1s to have an eye rather upon 


thoſe

7 thoſe he has oblig'd, than thoſe he has offi:ndel for 
7 thoſe that are offended, have not ſuch frequent oppor- 
tunitics, nor ſuch eaſe accelles to him as the other have ; 
' and for their ditpoſition, it is much alike, the deſire of 
{ dominion being as great if not greater than the defire of 
revenge. We ſee therefore, that where any great Con- 
{piracy has been made, it has been moſt commonly be- 
gun by ſuch as were moſt familiar with the Prince, and 
moſt in his favour; for fo it was in the Conlþiracy of 
Perennins againſt Commoduas, FPlantianys againſt Severys, 
Sejanus againſt Tiberizs ;, al! which were Favourites,and 
biohly oblig'd by their ſeveral Emperors. So that what 
ever Prince truſts too much to the friendſhip of his dear- 
eſt Favourites, nay to his own Brother, may fometimes 
find himſelf deceiv'd. The Earlof Campobache ( whom 
I mention'd before ) had received Favours, ſufficient 
to have oblig'd him more faithfully to his Maſter the 
Duke, than he afterwards proved Prutzx wasas dear, 
and Tmany think) as nearly related to Ceſar, as any Bro- 
ther, but yet we ſee he hada hand in his Murther. The 
nearer a Friend is, the nearer.is he to be my Reir, there- 
fore the more likely to wiſh my death. Friends are of- 
tentimes as dear to us as our Relations, therefore the Laws 
of Kindred may as well be violated as the Laws of Friend- 
ſhip, than which, REY is more uſual. Who betrays 
you 1n your Bed, ? Your Friend ; for your Enemy is not 
admitted to your Houte. Who betrays you 1n Your 
Eſtate ? Your Friend ; for your Enemy is not made your 
Truſtec : So that nothing i is more dangerous than a blind 
Friendſhip. The Tarks well know,how much more pre- 
valent Intereſt is amongft Brothers than AﬀeRion, which
